HouSBBnKAKtNa ! I ! — Yestordiiy moroing 
a parly named William Bond, wlio had un- 
dertaken lliQ rcmoviil of a corrugated iron 
bouse from its posiiion on Laiij^loy street, in 
rear of the theatre, to a now site upon 13road 
•Ireet, atteuipad to move the tuaement, which 
had already been placed upon a saiiablo con- 
veyance, vrith the aid ot a tcaip of six 
bor»cs. Owing to tLo depth of the mud. 
however, the ta8l< bo hopefully begun proved 
moit difficult to accomplish, nml only uboiit 
one hundred y.irds waa passed over in about 
seven houra, even with the additional help of 
anoihur «paii of hordes. Having with much 
persevcrnnco, extricated the wheels from the 
mud, ahniil -1. p. in., a fair start was nnide; 
but alas ! for hiiiniin uiideavonrs, thei«udileii 
impetus givaito their load by the excited 
horaes piuved too much jTor its equilibrium, 
aTWrtht^Jiouse,"5ftef|,ffavetb^ a few mo- 
ments w.htch, side the bud was softest' for its 
descenti' came down with a crash in' front of 
Councillor Copland's residence. Before 
the team could be checked, the two 
sides of the house were torn asunder, 
nnil the mice happy dwelling appeared 
a miserable wreelt. indeed. Though llio mis- 
fortune was evidently anythitig but a joke for 
tho contractors the mishap oecasio 'ed no 
alijilit niorrimenl amongst tho spectators, and 
espicially at the exponso of tlioao of the 
crowd whose closo proximity to the toMering 
fibric at the iiiomeiji previous to lis coming 
to a'iof, caused tlicrn to scatter wildly ir llioir 
endeavors to etii'iipe.

praiseworthy. 

Bbsistinu the i'oi,icK. — F. Littler, tho 
ronn arrested by Taylor, the nightwnlchman, 
on Wednciduy cvaning lor creating a distur- 
bance on Governmont street and resisting 
big authority, was brought before Mr. Peni- 
berton yesterday morning. IIiJ pleaded 
guilty to having been rather "fresh," and 
having kicked a box off the sidevralk into 
the street, and stated that he should not have 
resisted the ofiicor'n auilio'-ity bad he IdIcI 
him that hn was n coiislahlu. Taylor swore 
that he had irmdu such a sinteincnt at the 
time. The charjie a?ain.»l the other del'oml- 
ant named Joseph llioh.irds, who had been 
loclted up lor uttempling a rescue and ob- 
structing the constable in the execution ol lii.s 
duty, was next sworu to. Mr. Bishop, who 
appeared for the derencc, required that all (he 
witnesses should be put out of court. Ollicer 
Tavlor, under cross eiarninalion, stated that 
he'hail been considerably hustled by the 
crowd after arresting Littler, and adhered to 
his assertion of having warned them that he 
Tifiis'a constable.- Mr.' Bislipp staled that he 
had throe, wittiesses'in ;&(lendaDce, and that 
he wished to prucnra tho'evidflnco of six 
more; so the case was adjoariied ' until this 
mornir.g. 

TuR Ai.LiJUKD LAncENV. — Mury Hewitt, 
Joseph Kowell, Henry Colo alias " Long 
Harry," and Arthur C.burti)n...appeared on 
rcmaiid before llio Police Magistrate vector- 
day morning, to answer the charge of unlaw- 
fully removing and appropriating certain 
ctkcts of Miss Klizabeth Clarke, from the 
Immiijratiou Karrack'. Mr. Courtney ap- 
peared for the female priaouer, and urged 
on ber behalf that no inteotion of stealing 
the things existed ; he wished the prosecutrix 
recalled that he might show that she and his 
client had previously \>een upon very friendly 
terms. The three male prisoners produced 
letters aud credentials from former employers 
to show that they were men of good charac- 
ter, and stated how they had been employed 
since their arrival in the colony. Mi. Pein-

Colonist, Sir:— Last Friday 
evening my attention was directed lo au In- 
dian who was laying on the pathway close lo 
my fence, tny chiUron told mo that he had 
been crying all the day, aud that ho was quite 
blind. Ho told mo that he belonged to Fort 
Rupert, and had recently lost a brother and 
i a sister; which I suppose was the cause of his 
intense sorrow. I wished him lo go into on 
oul liou.-;o wlierc he could be sheltered from 
the heavy rain which was then fulling very 
laul; he said lia would b« soon going away, for 
one ol his Irienda was coming for him. On 
.Sutuiduy inoriiiog I found him i.. the .'ame 
place, having lain all night in ine heavy rain, 
he was then wet through aud extremely cold. 
After giving him something to eat, 1 had him 
conveyed to an outhouse where he still ra- 
luains. On Monday one u( my children, who 
had been attending on: hiiii. camo tb thy office^ 
and expressed a tear fhat tne Indi!>ii;had the, 
small pox. 1 ciilled;upon'Dr.'I)ibk85n.',W^^^^^ 
with hid oharaotetifitio kindncss,iirbm'ediaiely 
went over to the' house where the Indian 
was lying, and to our gieat satisfaction stated 
that it wa.s not the sinall-pox the unfortunate 
man had, but ho .^uid he is dangerously ill, 
and yon ought lo ticnd hiiri lo the hospital as 
soon us possible, for he reipiires medical 
trealir.ent. The doctor then said, " you 
can gel an order from tho visiting phyficinn 
whicli will ailniit him.'" 1 said, '• The order 
would not hav« the least elkct, for it was 
only luat week that I went over to the 
hospital with an order from Dr. Hagjin lo 
admit a Suoke Indian, who is very ill, but 
was refus.'d, having been told ' that thare 
Wire (jitli/ Iwclvc/rcu hal.i, and they were all 
full I' The Victoria Hospital co(i(«i»is (wetre 
bed}, and Victoria is u British colony, one of 
the brightest gems in Her Majesty's domi- 
nions I and wo are Englishmen and chris- 
tians, ami yet with our boasted humanity we 
can only "support twelve free beds in this 
royal bospiial of ours." O.i Monday the 2iid 
insi., 1 mil l)r. llolmckeu, I mentioned the 
case o( these two poor dying men, and asked 
his iuivice and assistance, ho said, '-The 
liospil.il can only accommodate a limited 
number orinitienls, bul, I had belter see ill. 
Pembertoii oi Mr. Ciidge." I waited on 
these ^>eIlllemell, told my li'l" of sorrow, and 
trceived the suniu consolation that 1 had 
from Dr. llelnieken. IS'ow, here are throe 
gonlleiiifii wlioliave resided for many years 
in ibi.i Colony, holding high ond honorable 
positions, noted for their universal charily 
anil goudncs.s of heart, and yet Ihesc men 
could nut assist me in procuring public re- 
lief lor these dying Indians. Is there not 
something radically wrong in the system ol 
uplioUling an hospital which would be a 
disgrace lo an English hamletl Four years 
ago^I suggested tho propriety of having a tax 
Ici ied on emigrants arriving at this port, of 
one dollar ahead (in San Francisco it is 
g;.') and OS on all arriving and leaving that 
place), had that suguestion been carried out 
we wonld have had, long ero this an hospital 
which vfould have been an oruiinient to tho 
town and a benefit to the people. 

Now, as this is a rpiesliou of vital impor- 
tance to every resident on this island, and to 
every friend ol humanity, I wish you to bring 
this subject before the public, so that some 
plan may he adopted to ensure an effioicni 
and well-conducted asylum for our indigent 
and sufleting fellow creaiuies.— I remain, Ac,

The match was for 8')0 aside 
and the ilistanca two hundred yards. The 
Highland Laddie was tho favorite in ihe bet- 
ting till Iho time arrived -for' preparing -their 
toilets for the start, when it veered round and 
the Norfolk Hare was installed premier. 
Kvpiylbing being in readiness the men came 
to the score and the signal being given, oil 
they went, Cameron obtaining the advantage 
by about a cnui'le of yards, but before the 
fourth of tho distance was run his opponent 
made up his lost ground. In the succeeding 
lifty yards a most e.vciting struggle took 
iilaee for the mastery, ending in the Norfolk 
Hare rushing to the front and carrjrlog on 
Ihe running with great determinnliwi to 
li;o winning post, which ho passed four yards 
in advance i.f his antagonist. The time oc- 
cupied ill the raco was 24J saconds — very 
qnii-lc time considering the men had liltio 
tune bclore hand to undergo a tliorougli pre- 
paraliun.

Of all the species ol shclltish, however, 
the oyster is at tho present time tho most uni- 
versally known and appreciated; indeed, it 
has ever been so. It is not known who the 
bold person was who first had the courage to 
give this dainty molluse o chance of celebrity 
by'pnttiDg it into his moulh; bul wo know 
that from a very ancient time the oyster has 
bien a fivoritc with all classos of people. 
Kings and Princes have gorged upon II, and 
poets of the classic i.ges have suni; its praiso. 
At the present time it is conf-unied in mil- 
lions; and, considering that of lale years the 
demand has gone on incre.ising, it is surpris- 
ing that' the capital stock has held out so 
well, and that none of oiir great oy.sler liaiiks 
have been broken, as was the ea«e wiili 
some of those on the French enasl a lew 
years ago. This cau only result liom the 
enormous powers of ronroduction granted lo 
this animal, or arise from tho care that is 
taken by tho Englisti oyster companies to 
nurse the brood into a inarkclablo com- 
modity^ and keep up, either by purohaso or 
otherwise, a sulHoient stock of breeding 
oysters. As far as bystfir bullbre is con- 
cerned, the English dredgers are not at-all 
behind iheir brethren across the Channel. 
The art of fattening and dredging oysters 
may be seen to jierfocliou at Whitslahle, 
near Canterbury; and the visitor lo this 
picturesque village and quaint fishing com- 
luunity may find matter fur sludy in tho 
gtnus homo of the localily, as well as the 
natural history ol the dainty molhiHC, by Ihe 
commerce on which the natives live and 
thrive. Fishing towns arc ao much aliko 
that it is quite unnecessary to ilo more in 
the way of description than lo say that, 
Whitstable is like all other places uf the 
kind. It is chielly compu.sed of oiio long 
street of houses, with tho usual ailjuncls of 
nets, gaudy cloths, oilskins, &c., hang about 
the doors to bleach io tba wind ; the inhabi- 
tants are nearly all related to each other by 
blood or marriage, and they do business 
chiefly in one nrlicle— tho oyster. Their 
Iraflio is carried on on the joint stock or co- 
operative principle, tho company being all 
resident in the village, and most of them 
sharing in tho labour appropriate lo the sea- 
son ; the money obtained for lliu |Jioliieu 
being divided as it is rcocived, lliua .saving 
elaborate book keeping, and I'ullilliiig tbo oM 
adage about short aecouiils and long friends. 
To give an idea ol how extensively tho trade 
is carried on by tho fishermen of Whitstabie, 
it may be stated that in some years tho com- 
pany will pay a sum of X'20,000 for brood, 
but, of course their earnings are in propor- 
tion ; in 1881 it is known thai tho Whitslablo 
men drew a gross sum of not less than 
XGU.OOU for their oysters I 
: The estent of our British oyster oommoroe 
may be surmised from what we know about 
tho Coinc and other Essex fisheries. For in- 
slanco there ia a spot of w.iter at rout, si.x- 
leen miles in length and thiee in breadth, 
which has supplied oyster brood lo all who 
seek it from time immemorial. About l.'iO 
boats find employment there all the season, 
and entirely from the nalural resouri'es of the 
bank, as no oysters have cvor been known to 
be laid down at this paitieular fishery. A 
considerable trade is carried on in " brood" at 
the Essex fisheries ; the price of brooil, we 
may statu, varies from 4?. to 5s. Od. par 
"wash," which. is two pecks of Colchester, or 
one peck in London, Tba following numbers 
have been supplied to ua b^* Mr. Hawkins, as 
the complement of oysters lu a wash :— First- 
year spat, number unaccountable ; second- 
year brood, 1600; third-year ware, (iOO ; 
fourth-year oysters, 400. The numbers of a 
Loudon bushel are as follow : — First-year 
spat, numbers not ascertainable ; secoiid- 
yoar brood, 6400 in a buslud ; tliiid-year 
ware, 2400 in n bushel ; fourih-year oysters, 
1600 in a bushel. Tlicso numbers deinon- 
stralo thi',1 tho brood increases foiir-hdd in 
three years, so that 20s. worth of wash be- 
'comes in that time of Ihc value of eight 
'guineas, Tho Colno Fishery Com[iany, which 
is managed by twelve jurymen, bus had an 
annual sale during the last few years of friun 
five lo six ihousiu l bushels of oysters ; in a 
late season tho sale reached soviin thousand 
bushels, which, at foity .ahiHiugs a bushel, 
yielded a gross sum of '£l4,000j and this 
sum, according lo Mr. Hawkins, is only a 
fifth part of what might be realised by. the 
Colne Company. That genlleuiaii's idea is 
that thirty-five thousand bushels of oysters 
might bo raised from this oiiu fishery, yield- 
ing a money retuin of twenty thonsainl 
pounds per annum. There arc lew inercaii- 
lile professions ont of which relnni.s like 
these can be obtained. But the figures are 
not exaggerated. Mr. Hawkins tells us that 
ho can produce a niosl rcspcotablo niun. the 
owner ol ouly three acres of oyster-layings, 
who assures him that from that coulioed area 
he annually sells from fifteen hnndrcd lo Iwo 
Ihousand bushels of the best native oysters— 
in other words, obtains a gross income rang- 
ing from three lo four thousand pounds per 
annum. Those facts wore adduced to show 
that tho Corporation of Colchester was re- 
ceiving an ineunioienl iiicoino for its oyster- 
ground, which extends over an area of live 
thousand acres. 

The Scottish oyster fisheries arc not culti- 
vated. Tho Prcstonpans or NewhavHn fish- 
ermen tiust entirely lo tho natural increase of 
tho bcdi) from tho annual deposition of spawn 
Now, nothing would be easier than for these 
Frith of Forth men to construct at Buitablo 
places a few artificial beds ; in fact, the pie- 
sont excessive demand far oysters which these 
men are remarkably fond of meoting, will, in 
a short time so impoverish the breeding utock 
as lo necessitate one or two new banks. All 
the mote will this be tho case, bocauce of tlio 



of having the freedom of the city's scalps, lo 
.supply the publio market of l^dinburgh with 
oysters nt tho price of Is. tho long hundred. 
As it requires a jieriod of four years, to grow 
an oyster up to marketable^ piaporlibnsi tba: 
buds could not be commenced loo sobo. They 
may be constructed of the simnlcsl materials: 
a few boatloads of builders' ili:bris, i. e., bro- 
ken jiiecos of slone, tiles, bricks, i&c., laid 
duwu in a part of the sea that Is quite clear' 
Iron mud, would form an excellent founda- 
tion ; and on this mass ihe ''mussel roiddcDs', 
of Newhnven and Cockcnzie might be emp- 
tied with groat advantage to tho sanitary 
condition of these renowned fishing villages. 
The rolling waves would in duo time cement 
Iha whole together by tho deposition of b!li 
ofroekand other matter. A few stakes of 
strong oak might be driven into the bank at 
different places and branches of trees fastened 
lo them in order lo provide a holding on place 
to tho spat, which is lost unless it e.in find a 
point of adherence. Millions of oysters 
could bo growu oil such a bed as this, and 
the spat of the'cele^riitcd *' pandoras'' might 
bo oljtaiiied in, priler to have a choice breed. 
The oyster is so cnurinously prolific that il 
only leu in every Imndied were to arrive at 
maturity there would bo no dangor of a ces- 
sation in tho supply nllliongh tho demand 
were to become fourfold what il is at present. 

The Whitstable mon are very particular in 
dredging. Thay uniformally reject all the 
small oy.^ters, and heave them overboaid in 
order that they may have a year or two 
lo grow ; and in tli« summer mouths, when 
the oysters are out of seii.'Oii, they clean the 
beds, removing ileail .shells and other dolcte- 
riom slull. Tall poles mark the dill'erent di- 
visions ol the Whilslable oy.sler farms, de- 
noting the fields duvoied to the different 
kinds — "natives," " roii^lis,'' and "com- 
mons." Then tliero is u depot besides, whcie 
the fullgrown oy.->lcrs are kept ready Ui 
supply the lown demands. Wo nolo these 
points in order that persons desirous ol 
planning beds may be uware of the economy 
praoiisod by the experienced dredgermoa of 
Whitstable. — Illustrated London Nms,
